(54) Golfing aid 

(57) A golfing aid which may be used to place and 
retrieve balls C, tees F and markers and which also may be 
used to hold a pitch mark repairer to save the user from 
bending comprises a pair of jaws A, b which are urged 
towards the open position by a spring G and are closed by 
a triaaer arranqement (not shown) to pul! on 3 wire F 
against the action of the spring. The jaws U are shaped to 
accomodate each of the items it is required to locate.

Background of the Invention 



A number of devises have been proposed to assist golfers to position a ball S 
tee without the need to bend down. Their main claim being that of a golf ball 
and tee setter. 

The present invention is a Golf Mate and not simply a teeing unit or tee setter. 
It is an innovative mulit-functional and ergonomically designed piece of golfing 
equipment designed to perform a number of tasks. 

The Golf Mate will not only set 6 retrieve the bail and tee in the required 
position in the firmest of grounds with ease of use and balance, it will hold and 
place the ball marker and retrieve the bail on the green, it will hold the repair 
fork for repairing the green, remove the ball from the hole, it has a telescopic 
feature which enables it to almost double in length enabling the golfer to reach 
and retrieve the bail from previously inaccessible and difficult to reach areas 
such as hedgerows, ditches, and streams.

various telescopic positions as required, the clip W will release by a forward or 
backward pull/push whilst holding u with one hand and K with the other.
